ucation. 
Under the first qualification, every 


voter who is over 50 years old and 
has had not less than three legiti- 
mate children, gets one additional 
rote. The second qualification gives 
an additional vote to every elector 
who pays property tax. Thirdly. fen 


additional vote is given to every vot- 
er whose'income tax exceeds the ave'v- 
age amount- ot income tax paid by 
the residents in the same parish, or 
who, alternatively, has an income ex- 
ceeding $750 a year. Fourthly, an ad- 
ditional vote goes to all employers of 
labor and all independent farmers or 
peasant farmers.

WORLD'S LAUGEST CONCKETK 


SHIP MADE I.V AMERICA 


Within recent weeks the 
world's 


largest rein forced-concrete ship has 
been'launched at Redwood City. Cali- 
fornia The vessel was built in a six- 
nionth period. It is S36 ft. over all, 
45 ft. of beam, and has a deadweight 
carrying capacity of 5,000 tons, and 
it is'stated that the hull weighs less 
than would' a wooden one of similar 
dimensions, says the May Popular 
Mechanics Magazine in an illustrated 
article.

The freighter has been christened 


tho "Faith," and is to enter the Pa- 
cific service. It is the 
first 
vessel 


built by a company that started the 
construction of its ways only last 
August. Work on .the boat itself be- 
gan in September.. The speed of Its 
construction and its size are at first 
thought somewhat surprising. It is 
interesting to know, however, that 
the "Faith" is to be followed by boats 
of 7,500-ton capacity and that the 
company expects to be able to con- 
struct 54 of them in 18 months. It is 
reported that only $15,000 was in- 
vested in the yard where the initial 
craft was laid down. This is a strik- 
ing phase or concrete shipbuilding.

AUE WOMEV PHYSICALLY KIT? 


Womena re now being urged to 


take the place of men as farm labor- 
ers. 
"Are they strong enough to do 


the work?" is the question often 
raised. Dr. Harvey W. Wiley answers 
it In the current Good Housekeeping. 
He says in part: 


"Women are not physically capable 


of doing much of the hard work that 
men do. This fact is too self-evident 
to warrant any 
opposition 
to 
its 


truthfulness. 
Women are six inches 


shorter than men; they weigh fifty 
pounds less. Therefore; in so far as 
mere brute power is concerned, it 
takes three women to eo.ua! two men. 
The only difficulty, 
then that we 


would encounter in filling the places 
of the men at war is la finding three 
women for each two men. To my 
mind that Is not particularly diffi- 
cult. 
There are, of course, limita- 


tions which cannot be disregarded, 
and these we musto bserve. 
In so 


far as skill is concerned in all kinds 
of labor, I believe that women ac- 
quire it as rapidly as men. 
There is 


no Question of the fact that, in so far 
as actual accomplishment is possible 
men are better suited to do heavy 
work than women, but women can do 
it and do do it well. When it comes 
to tho endurance of hardships and 
fatigue, woman,is quite man's equal; 
in fact, I thinS shel s less complain- 
ing under stress than man. Her mus- 
cles are not so large as those of man, 
but they are quite as flexible and en- 
durlngi n their efforts. Hence, In my 
opinion, there is no1 industry in the 
country whose doore should not be 
wide C?K'J to women."

A chaplain is not a fighting roan; h« 


,1s recognized as a noncombutant aco 
carries no arras. In a charge or trend 
raid the soldier geis a feeling of. con- 
fidence from contact with his rifle, re- 
volver, or bomb he is carrying. He has 
something to protect himself .with, 
something with which he can inflict 
harm on the enemy1—in other words, 
he Is able to get his own back. 


But the chaplain Is empty-handed, 


and Is at the mercy of the enemy If 
rfe encounters them, so It is doubly 
brave for him to .go over the top, undet 
fire, and bring In wounded. Also a 
chaplain Is not required by the king's 
regulations to go over in a charge, but 
this one did, made three trips under 
the hottest kind of fire, each time re- 
turning with a wounded man on his 
back. On the third trip he received 
a bullet through his left arm, but never 
reported the matter to the doctor until 
late that night—just spent his time ad- 
ministering to the wants of the wound- 
ed lying on stretchers.
